Long over-due, one of the early 
Spring rains began in the county 
Wednesday morning and up to 2 
o’clock in the afternoon a fall of 
.82 of an inch had been recorded in 
Placerville. 

Weather forecasts issued in San 
Francisco indicated the storm may 
continue in the valley through 
Thursday, but the forecast for the 
Sierra Nevada saw some likelihood 
of clearing Thursday. 

In view of reports from Twin 
Bridges by the state Division of 
Highways that a fall of “four or 
five inches” of snow had been mea- 
sured there up to eleven o'clock, it 
seemed that the rain in the low- 
lands was heavier than the storm in 
the higher country. 

That this might indicate that the 
valley forecast would apply to Pla- 
cerville in this instance and that 
the storm would be likely to continue 
through Thursday was possible. 

Pollock Pines also reported ‘four 
or five inches” of snow and at Riv- 
erton the fall was reported as “lying 
in spots.” 

The .82 inches measured for the 
storm up to 2 o’clock raised the to- 
tal to 17.42 inches for the season 
in Placerville as compared with a 
“normal” to March 1 of 28.12 inches.

ry has for many years been the pro- 
tection from the imroads of fire 
forest and range lands lying outside 
of the National Forests. Tnis work, 
of course covers a host of activities 
which bear upon our main job—fire 
control. To mention only a few of 
the most important of these asso- 
ciated activities, a list would in- 
clude road and trail building, oper- 
ation of communication and detec- 
tion systems, a great deal of main- 
tenance and clerical work, and per- 
haps as important as any other 
branch is the public relations work 
—in which I speak to you at this 
time. 

It is hardly necessary to review 
for the residents of this County the 
seriousness of uncontrolled forest 
and range fires. Most of us are 
aware by this time that annual los- 
ses in range, timber, soil wildlife, 
watershed and recreation values re- 
sulting from devastation by fire 
amounts to staggering figures run- 
ning into many millions of dollars.

The good fire fighting organ- 
ization is something similar to a 
little army which {ts momentarily 
expecting the orders to “move out” 
for the battle.

These 
variables are inthe background of 
an infinite variety of different cir- 
cumstances, and the manner in 
which they operate together deter- 
mines whether the fire will be slow 
running, or fast running, the di- 
rection the fire will take, the 
amount of killing and consuming 
power it will have, and so forth. 
Knowing the factors bearing on fire 
behaviour, we may analyze the cir- 
cumstances, of our fire and reason 
as to the wisest way of employing 
the means at our disposal so as to 
most readily suppress the fire. Some 
of we fellows that have been in this 
fire fighting work for several years 
are fortunate in that we can put our 
experience to work for us and “sense 
out,” as it were. a logical attack on 
a particular fire after a bit of re- 
connaissance without going througn 
a lengthy reasoning process, and 
with little liklihood of making ser- 
ious mistakes. I mention the factors 
above and logical reasoned approach 
to fire-fighting methods to indicate 
the tendency toward development 
and scientific thinking that has en- 
tered this field in recent years.
